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PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


With our nation at war, it is the duty of every citizen to cooperate 
with all his ability and energy in order that peace among nations may 
again be restored, and that men and nations may again enjoy love and 
faith in their neighbors instead of fear, hate and jealousy. To bring this 
about it is necessary for all of us to ask God for guidance and strength 
to do and give until this is accomplished.

Dr. Milon P. Eaton and Dr. Hollister worked very hard to prepare 
the set-up of the expanded Dental Program for Department of Public 
Assistance recipients as printed in the last issue of our STATE JOURNAL. 


Since your officers and representative on the State Healing Arts 
Advisory Committee have worked arduously over a period of months to 
increase the recipients’ benefits, as well as the fees to the profession oper- 
ating under this program, it is their desire that all dental sub-committees 
feel their responsibility in controlling the program so that no reflection 
will be cast on the profession. This new program goes into effect January 
hrst. 

During the past month many conferences and committee meetings 
were held in our Harrisburg Office with our officers in attendance. The 
Dental Finance Plan Committee spent one whole day working out details 
and preparing rules and by-laws necessary to make this plan function. 
This committee is moving slowly and cautiously so that they can submit 
a finished product if and when the plan is finally completed. 

Dr. Hollister and I met with those Committee Chairmen of the First 
District and state societies concerned with the presentation of the program 
and the joint meeting in February. It was a real pleasure to sit with this 
group and to observe how efficiently each committee is functioning. Each 
committee reported in detail indicating that final arrangements have been 
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completed. The program has gone to press which I understand has never 
happened before January first in past years. 

May I remind all of you to cross off February 3-4-5-6, 1942, from 
your appointment books so that you will be able to attend the meeting and 
receive the benefits of the splendid meeting so carefully planned for you?

RURAL SCHOOL CLINIC 


NortH Fayette TOWNSHIP 
ScHoot DIstrRIctT 





The establishment of a den- 
tal clinic in the North Fayette 
Schools, Allegheny County, 
Pennsylvania, marks an 
achievement in the health pro- 
gram in the rural school dis- 
trict. 

The clinic was the result of 
cooperative effort of the Den- 
tal Division of the Pennsyl- 
vania State Department of 
Health, the School Board and 
the Parent-Teacher Associa- 
tion of the local district. With 
the approval of the State Den- 
tal Division, the clinic was 
opened November I, 1940 un- 


der the direction of the school Be i Oe Pte 
nurse, Mrs, Veda McNallen. = - Drugmand and assistant 





The health room in the high school building proved an ideal location for 
the clinic. It was centrally located, and contained large windows which 
provided an effective quantity of natural light from a northern exposure. 
The room had ample space to accommodate the necessary dental equip- 
ment required to function effectively. 

Doctors L. W. Drugmand and W. D. Kennedy, Imperial, Pennsyl- 
vania, local dentists, were selected to administer the dental program in the 
North Fayette Clinic. 

During the school year one hundred sixty-seven children were ex- 
amined. Children from the primary grades were selected first for exam- 
ination because of the enormous loss of deciduous teeth and first perma+ 
nent.molars in the first.three-grades. 

The following figures will convey some idea of the types of the dental 
work done in the clinic for one year: 


Number of patients 237 

Patient visits : 477 

Fillings 390 
(10) ae 
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Extractions 143 
Prophylaxis 73 
Treatments 75 
Examinations 167 
Completed cases 72 


The services of the dentists in the clinic were in such demand that 
difficulties were encountered in scheduling appointments for all the young- 
sters who came with parental permission to have work done. Many chil- 
dren came from schools eight miles away which created a transportation 
problem on clinic days.

The cost of any additional time 
the clinic is in operation must be paid by the local authorities.

COUNTY HEALING ASSISTANCE COMMITTEES 
(The following notice was sent to all county healing arts assistance 
committees and is published here for the information of others.) 

At its meeting of October 21, 1941, the State Healing Arts Advisory 
Committee passed a resolution that “. . . since the Medical Care Program 
depends for successful operation on the active supervision by the respec- 
tive professions and differs in this respect from programs operating in 
other states, the State Healing Arts Advisory Committee does not condone 
the practice wherein any County Sub-Advisory Committee follows the 
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procedure of making a charge against a participant in the Medical Care 
Program for supervising or administering all or part of the program.” 

It has been the practice in several counties for participants in the pro- 
gram to make a contribution on the basis of the number of invoices or 
amount of invoices submitted, to be used to compensate sub-committee 
members or other persons for their work in reviewing invoices. It is the 
opinion of the State Healing Arts Committee and of the State Department 
that this practice should be stopped; and that, if necessary, the member- 
ship of the sub-committees be increased to a point where they can handle 
the invoices effectively.

It was well christened for we soon learned that Medical meant just “doc- 
toring” and found that they accepted only such aid as was felt necessary, 
in administering in the field. 

There was a Healing Arts Assistance Committee composed of so- 
called “Allied” Professions, which proposed to direct the policies of this 
Medical Program so far as these allied professions were concerned. 

Page after page of instructions were compiled as to what this and 
that committee was to do and could not do. In fact so much was written 
it proved difficult to tell who was who. Right here, it is my surmise that 
writers cramp overtook the program manager and dentistry was lost in 
the shuffle. 

We discovered a whole page of written instructions for dentists, but 
only one phase or operation of dental scope was permitted. 

Gone but not forgotten we hope, is the stormy past, and with the 
New Year breaking through the clouds, is a little sunshine—a Revised 
Dental Program for Recipients of Relief. 

More could be said, but let us now devote our attention to the future; 
with a conscientious effort to successfully administer this program of in- 
creased scope, with the thought that in time to come, it will warrant fur- 
ther development. 

To this development we owe appreciation to Dr. Raymond M. Walls 
for his activities in maintaining an open door policy on the committee and 
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establishing the fundamentals of a program. Later Dr. W. J. Robinson 
devoted untiring efforts to consummate a definite understanding to this 
procedure. Much forebearance was indulged in by our Board of Trustees. 
Our State Executive Secretary Dr. Clark J. Hollister, wore thread-bare 
several suits sitting in on these many conferences, most of which were of 
long duration. 


We do not overlook the helpful criticisms of our western colleagues 
whose intent was to bring to attention the sections that needed strength 
and Dr. W. Earle Craig, our Allegheny County Chairman who has la- 
bored with the committee problems there. 


Recognized and gratifying is the whole-hearted spirit of co-operation 
displayed by the various County Chairmen and their Committees in carry- 
ing on the program administration. 


We have our President Dr. Boyd A. Lowry and Chairman of the 
Board of Trustees, Dr. LeRoy M. Ennis to congratulate and thank, for 
bringing to a climax this long controversial subject. It is impossible to tell 
you of the volume of effort, work and time they have spent to bring this 
new program to an acceptable condition, and a starting point for Janu- 
ary I, 1942.

REPORT OF DENTAL SCIENCE AND LITERATURE 
COMMITTEE 


These are the times which try men’s souls. In certain parts of the uni- 
verse, books and all the symbols of man’s intellectual and cultural develop- 
ment are being destroyed by the ruthless and bloody hands of the dictators. 
Only in the democracies one finds the lamps of learning still burning. 
Since we must carry the torch, let us be worthy of our task; we must not 
fail civilization. We must continue to be a Fort Knox of intellectual and 
spiritual gold. We must be prepared and willing, and I think we are, to 
defend with all our material and moral resources, our democratic way of 
life. 


In spite of the world cataclysm which threatens to engulf us and 
while living in an atmosphere of tension and disquietude, we are holding 
fast and keeping faith in the principles of freedom of speech and assembly 
and the right of each individual to worship according to the dictates of his 
conscience. It is in an atmosphere of such liberty and freedom that den- 
tistry, like all the other arts and sciences, has flourished and found its 
greatest fruition. 


Much insight and advancement in the understanding of dental disease 
and anomalies have been made, but the key to the door of the greatest 
scourge, dental caries, has yet to be forged. A splendid and auspicious 
contribution has been made by our government in appropriating funds for 
the investigation of this and other unsolved and elusive problems. Many 
papers have been published on investigations of the various known com- 
ponents of the disease; to wit: the role of L.acidophilis by Bunting, Jay, 
Crowley and their co-workers at Ann Arbor, Michigan; artificial caries 
produced by streptococcus viridans, by Hammond and Tunnicliff ; the role 
of diet and vitamin deficiencies in animals and human beings, Howe, Mel- 
lanby, McCollum, Klein, Boyle; the studies of the ph of the saliva and its 
chemical composition; the role of fluorine in caries, Armstrong, Arnold, 
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McClure, Hoffman, Shuck, Bibby, Sognnaes, Norvold, Inglis; occlusal 
forces; the physical quality of food, (hard or soft) ; the epidemiological 
aspects by Klein, Palmer, Knutson, Kraner, Carroll and Cady of the 
United States Public Health Service, and many other state and municipal 
agencies and investigators. A veritable mine of information may be ob- 
tained from “Dental Caries,” a book published by the American Dental 
Association which “presents in a condensed and digested form, practically 
all of the published results of research up to the present date by observers 
and investigators in twenty-five countries.” 


Progress has been made in the understanding of the etiology of para- 
dentosis and methods of treatment have been devised to cure or alleviate 
the complex. The dental profession owes a debt of gratitude to Gottlieb, 
Noyes, Kronfeld, Orban, Fish, Stillman, McCall, Box, Merritt, Miller and 
Hirschfeld. 


The problem of the pulpless tooth per se, and its relation to systemic 
disease, is one still not fully resolved although great progress has been 
made through bacteriological, pathological, chemical, physical and elec- 
trical investigations, and notably because of the contributions of Prinz, 
Appleton, Grossman, Boedecker, Blayney, Burkett and countless other fine 
investigators. 

The effect of vitamins and diet on the dental apparatus has received 
and is receiving considerable attention. Lesions of the oral mucosa in 
avitaminoses have been lucidly and carefully investigated. 


The effects of the endocrine glands on normal and abnormal growth ; 
and development of the teeth, jaws and face have been investigated by 
Schour, Howard, Massler, Hellman, Todd, Broadbent, Brodie, Baker, 
Ziskin and many others. 

The oral manifestations of the blood dyscrasias have been noted by 
Prinz, Thoma, Kazanjian, Appleton, Comroe, Cook, Fitz-High, Gunter, 
Ivy, Dunning, Greenbaum and Mead. 

The use and application of the sulfonamide derivatives is now receiv- 
ing intensive study clinically in root canal therapy, in the treatment of oral 
diseases, and infections following extractions and in oral surgery. 


Prosthesis has received a great boon with the introduction of the 
acrylic resins for restorations within the oral cavity. The work of the 
investigators at the Bureau of Standards upon the acrylics as well as on 
vulcanite, cements, synthetic cements and amalgam alloys, particularly 
with regard to specifications necessary to meet the needs and requirements 
of respective dental restorations, has been of inestimable value to the 
dental profession. 
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The problems concerned in the field of operative dentistry, to wit: 
cavity preparation, proper manipulation of dental filling materials such as 
cements, synthetics, amalgam and gold and improvement of techniques 
for their insertion, have received the benefit of more scientific investi- 
gation. 

The dental profession is indebted to Milo Hellman for his illuminating 
and brilliant researches in dental and facial growth and development from 
infancy to adulthood. Investigations cn the “Behavior of Normal and 
Abnormal Facial Growth Patterns” (Brodie) by applying the same gen- 
eral principles governing tooth development to skeletal growth, have been 
made and valuable and useful information of the processes have been ob- 
tained. In the diagnosis and treatment of malocclusion, to the classic meth- 
ods of Angle, supplemented by those of Mershon, Ketcham, McCoy, At- 
kinson, Strang, and Oliver, there has been added and perfected within 
recent years the system of J. E. Johnson, in which emphasis is plactd 
principally upon the use of the twin wire mechanism. 


Valuable investigations on the pharmacological properties of local 
anesthetics have been made by Tainter, Throndson, Leicester and Schamp. 
Recent books on oral pathology by Thoma and Cahn and on cancer of the 
face and mouth by Blair, Moore and Byars are le dernier mot with regard 
to their respective subjects. 

Some investigations have been made in the field of heredity in regard 
to dental and oral disease and anomalies, but much more interest in this 
fascinating field should be shown by the profession. The importance of 
statistical methods in establishing the significance of results in investiga- 
tions and research is being more widely appreciated, but until this method 
of evaluation is more constantly and universally accepted and practiced 
by the dental investigator the value of his conclusions may be found 
wanting. 

In the field of dental publications a comparatively new and unique 
journal, “Dentistry—A Digest of Practice” has made its auspicious ap- 
pearance under the guidance of a brilliant and authoritative editorial staff, 
whose directing chairman is the well known and esteemed educator, sci- 
entist, autlior and humanitarian, Dean Appleton of the University of 
Pennsylvania. 

- We must likewise bear in mind always the splendid and diverse ac- 
tivities of the American Dental Association; its national health program, 
the program for rehabilitation of registrants rejected for dental defects 
under the selective service act, the programs relative to research, military 
and civil defense needs of the nation, dental therapeutics, and divers other 
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activities pursued for the sole benefit of all the inhabitants of this glorious 
and divine country. 

Finally, I wish to quote the closing words of Dr. Frederick B. Noyes 
in his response to the presentation by the American Society of Orthodon- 
tists in 1941 of the Albert H. Ketcham Memorial Award, “I abominate 
war and hate the brutality and abomination of it, but it is better to fight 
than live as a slave. Personally, I would rather die fighting than live in a 
world dominated by the arrogance and the brutality of a victorious Ger- 
many. So I call you to work for your profession and for your country.”

In 1937 the then President of the Pennsylvania State Dental Society, 
Dr. W. E. Mendel, had as his slogan “3700 Members In 1937” and while 
that slogan was not realized that year, a good showing was made. Though 
a little late, we now have attained more than that figure. As Chairman 
of the Membership Committee, I want to express my appreciation of the 
interest and cooperation evidenced by the members of my committe and 
the sub-committees on membership throughout the state for their part in 
bringing our membership up to its present level. 

This year a letter was prepared and mailed to every successful appli- 
cant before the Pennsylvania State Board at their examination in June, 
calling their attention to the advantages of Dental Society affiliation, en- 
closing a membership application blank with the suggestion that they im- 
mediately apply for membership in organized dentistry through their local 
Dental Society. To date forty-seven have made such application and many 
of these have already been accepted into membership. We are very much 
pleased with the results of this effort. Last year as of this date we had 
3487 members. This year in the same period our membership is 3,742 
which shows a gain of 255. 

A few weeks ago it was realized that if we could secure 3,700 1941 
members, we would be entitled to another delegate at the Houston Meet- 
ing of the A. D. A. We, therefore, put on extra effort and as you will 
observe by the foregoing figures, we have more than exceeded the neces- 
sary number. I again want to thank the members of my committee and 
all others who cooperated to bring this about.

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HARRISBURG OFFICE REPORT 
JUNE I, 1940 To JUNE I, I94I 
The Harrisburg Office has now been in existence a little over five 
years and each succeeding year has seen an increase in calls for informa- 
tion and help from the various component groups and individual members. 


SERVICE TO COMPONENT AND BRANCH SOCIETIES 
The Harrisburg Office has been able to be of continued service to the 
officers of our component and branch societies in many ways. Calls for 
information and other help have increased greatly. The office continues 
to prepare, address and mail monthly notices for some local groups. 


ASSISTANCE TO COMMITTEES 


Membership—With the complete cross file of registered dentists and ' 


their membership status as maintained up to date in the office, the work of 
the Membership Committee is materially assisted. In addition to the work 
of the various membership committeemen throughout the state, the Execu- 
tive Secretary has contacted a great many of the local and component 
groups as well as individuals in interests of membership. While the report 
of the Membership Committee chairman will detail some of the work done, 
it will bear repeating to say that our membership as of this date is higher 
than it has ever been before. That statement was made last year and this 
year’s record shows 211 more members in good standing than we had last 
year at this same date. 

Legislative—The Harrisburg Office has assisted the Legislative Com- 
mittee by watching the introduction of all bills in our State Legislature, 
and also prepared a contact set-up to reach key men throughout the state 
who would have influence with members of the State Assembly. The 
Executive Secretary has had many conferences with official, legal and 
political groups concerning legislative matters. 

Law Enforcement—With the chairman of the Law Enforcement 
Committee located in Harrisburg, the Harrisburg Office has been con- 
stantly at his command. This committee continues to function with great 
efficiency though it has been greatly handicapped by lack of cooperation 
by the state government, which I am sure will be covered in the report 
of that committee. 

- Military A ffairs—With the Preparedness or Defense Program in full 
swing during the past year, and now with the National Emergency estab- 
lished, the Military Affairs Committee has been called into very active 
service. The chairman of this committee has sacrificed more time than 
will ever be known in trying to solve the many problems coming under 
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the head of that committee. In cooperation with the President he has had 
to appoint representatives on appeal boards, advisory boards, as well as 
dental representatives from each of the 485 local draft boards in the com- 
monwealth. The actual selection of the men to serve was made by the 
trustee of each district at the suggestion of the President with the approval 
of the Board of Trustees. This has entailed an enormous amount of both 
detail work and conferences with State Selective Service Headquarters 
officials and with the refusal of some appointees to serve, as well as the 
need for additional appointments on many boards, the work along this line 
continues to be very heavy, however, we are told by State Selective Service 
Headquarters that a swell job has been done and that the dental phase of 
Selective Service is well in hand in Pennsylvania. Other details regarding 
the activities of the Military Affairs Committee will be covered in the 
report of its chairman. 


ASSISTANCE TO THE PRESIDENT 


This past year has proved to be one which has called upon the time 
and ability of the President to a greater extent than ever before in our 
history, and I marvel at the endurance of our retiring President in the 
performance of the many obligations thrust upon him. He has kept him- 
self well informed on all activities pertaining to organized dentistry. Un- 
doubtedly his address will cover in detail some of the things which have 
confronted him, suck as the organization of the Selective Service set-up, 
the Department of Public Assistance problems, legislation and many 
others. My association with him has been very intimate during the past 
twelve months and I have tried to assist him in every way possible and to 
relieve him as much as possible of many of the details in his various 
problems. The calls made upon him this past year are a very definite 
indication of the obligations falling upon an organization such as ours. 
Dr. Robinson has given unstintingly of his time to represent organized 
dentistry. 


NATIONAL YOUTH ADMINISTRATION 

About two months ago I received appointment from Mr. Isaac Sut- 
ton, State Director of the N. Y. A., as a member of the State Advisory 
Board of that organization. I met with this Advisory Committee a few 
weeks ago in an all-day session at which time it was clearly demonstrated 
that dentistry should be identified with this movement. After several con- 
ferences with officials from Washington, as well as the state, I am making 
a report to the Committee on Public Health which may result in a recom- 
mendation from them to the House of Delegates. 
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HARRISBURG PROPERTY 

The financial phase of the Harrisburg Property is covered in the 
Treasurer’s Report, however, the Executive Secretary is the Property 
Agent, representing the Real Estate Committee of the Board of Trustees 
and under their direction has full charge of the building at 217 State 
Street, and supervision of the building. There has been a loss of rental 
of a half month in one of the apartments. They are now, however, all 
occupied by desirable tenants. The entire real estate set-up in Harrisburg 
needs no apology to anyone. 


ACTIVITIES OF THE EXECUTIVE SECRETARY IN REGARD TO THE I94I 
MEETING 
The Executive Secretary has been on call to the chairmen of all com- 
mittees having anything to do with the Annual Meeting and it is hoped 
that he has been of some service in the case of every call. His activities 
as manager of commercial exhibits will be covered in a separate report.

TO THE HOUSE OF DELEGATES OF THE 
PENNSYLVANIA STATE DENTAL SOCIETY 


We hereby submit to you a brief report of the business transacted 
by the Dental Council and Examining Board since the last annual meeting. 

The Board has held six meetings since the report of the last annual 
meeting of the House of Delegates. These were in June, August and 
October, 1940, and May 12, 1941. 

We conducted June examinations in Philadelphia and Pittsburgh and 
December examinations in Philadelphia. During the months of April and 
May, 1941, we conducted practical ‘and oral examinations to senior (grad- 
uating) students at the three dental schools in the Commonwealth. At 
this time we also gave the practical examinations in Dental Hygiene at 
Temple University Dental School and the Evans Dental Institute, Univer- 
sity of ‘Pennsylvania. 

Examinations—1940 
The following number of applicants were examined : 


Dental Theory 112 Failures— o 
Dental Practical 109 Failures— 2 
Dental Hygiene Theory 61 Failures— 5 
Dental Hygiene Practical 61 Failures— o 
Pre-Junior or Part I Theory 171 Failures—22 


A hearing was conducted on October 22, 1940. Eighteen men were 
cited for violating the Dental Act of 1933, as amended by the Act of 1937. 
As a result of the testimony presented, seven men were censured, eleven 
men had their licenses suspended from five to thirty days. Five practi- 
tioners were granted the right to have their names changed on the dental 
registry. Three duplicate licenses were authorized issued after investiga- 
tion. Twelve institutions were investigated and approved for dental 
hygiene internships. 

A new dental register is now being printed and should be available 
either at this meeting or in the very near future. Through the efforts of 
Deputy Superintendent of Public Instruction, Mr. D. E. Crosley, the print- 
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ing of these registers was made possible. He has suggested that these 
copies be distributed through the Executive Secretary’s office. 

From May 1, 1940 to May 1, 1941, the Law Enforcement Division, 
through Mr. Thomas F. Long, Chief of this division, has made one hun- 
dred ninety-eight dental investigations with three prosecutions. All cases 
presented to the Board that warranted investigations were submitted to 
the Law Enforcement Division. 

We take this opportunity to express to the members of the Board of 
Trustees, the House of Delegates, Doctors W. J. Robinson, Wayde D. 
Kelley and C. J. Hollister and the members of the dental profession our 
appreciation of the willing advice and thoughtful cooperation which they 
have given constantly to the Dental Council and Examining Board for the 
promotion of our dental profession.

LOCATIONS FOR DENTISTS

Revised and Reissued December 9, 1941 


MEDICAL PROGRAM 
PART 3. PRACTITIONERS’ PARTICIPATION 
C. DENTISTS 


The dental portion of the Medical Program has been extended to in- 
clude, in addition to extraction of teeth, the services listed under 2. 
SERVICE CHARGES, below. The extended program will be effective 
January I, 1942. 

Since this entire Part has been rewritten to care for the many changes, 
it should be carefully read by all dentists interested in the program. 

It must be borne in mind that this is an emergency dental program. 
It is impossible, with the funds available, to do all the dental work which 
professional standards require. Dental Subcommittees are charged with 
the responsibility of controlling the program and of taking any necessary 
action against participants who fail to live up to its regulations. 

1. SECURING DENTAL SERVICE. 

An assistance recipient suffering from dental conditions covered by 

this program should go directly to the dentist of his choice. 

2. SERVICE CHARGES 
(As recommended by the State Healing Arts Assistance Commit- 
tee and approved by the Department of Public Assistance.) 

a. Extraction and Fillings 

Fillings in teeth are permitted only to relieve dental conditions that 
do not warrant extractions. A complete service of any one tooth is con- 
sidered one filling. Silicate fillings must be confined to the twelve anterior 
teeth. 

The maximum charge for work done on any one person during a 15- 
day period—for either extractions alone, fillings alone, or a combination 
of extractions and fillings—is $5.00. Two dollars may be charged for the 
first tooth either extracted or filled during this period unless the filling is 
cement (then only $1.00 may be charged for the first tooth.) $1.00 may be 
charged for each additional tooth. This maximum limits extractions and 
fillings for one patient during a 15-day period to work on four teeth; for 
example, one extraction and 3 fillings. Or, if the first tooth treated is a 
cement filling, to five teeth. 
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If it is necessary to complete more than this amount of work within 
15 days, prior approval must be obtained from the Dental Subcommittee, 
b. Treatments

3. PREPARATION OF INVOICE (DPA FORM 259) 

a. Services should be billed to the Department of Public Assistance 
on the Standard Medical and Dental Invoice, DPA Form 259. The work 
done on the members of one family in any one month should, so far as 
possible, be included on the same invoice and submitted promptly after the 
work is completed. The Department does not wish invoices held to the 
end of the month if they can be sent in earlier. On the other hand, sev- 
eral invoices for the same family for the same month should be avoided 
unless invoices must be made up for patients individually for the sake of 
clarity. 

b. Care should be taken in completing all pertinent sections of the 
invoice. Incompleteness or lack of clarity will delay approval and pay- 
ments. 

c. Dental invoices which do not identify the teeth extracted, filled or 
treated will not be accepted by the Dental Subcommittee. Even errors 
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may make it impossible to honor the invoice. Identification should be 
based on the standard chart: 
87654321 | 12345678 
Right B765a321_| 12345678} 

For example, treatment of an upper right cuspid would be shown 
thus: T-3|. Filling of the lower left second and third molars would be 
shown as: |F-78. To indicate a deciduous tooth, use D in connection with 
the number; extraction of the lower left second deciduous molar would 
be: |X-5D. 

d. Visits listed under “Physician’s Report” should indicate patients’ 
line number to correspond with listing at the top of the invoice. 

e. Invoices covering an unusual or emergency number of extractions 
or extractions completed before the 15 day period must have attached a 
note of the special approval of the Dental Subcommittee or have entered 
on the invoice specific approval by the Dental Subcommittee. 

f. “Recipient’s Signature” should be obtained in all cases at the time 
the work is done. If the signature is designated by the mark “X,” such 
mark must be witnessed. 

g. The tissue copy of the invoice must be preserved and be available 
for inspection by the Subcommittee in case of a recheck. 

4. SUBMISSION OF INVOICES (DPA FORM 259) 

The dentist should submit to the office of the County Board of Assist- 
ance, for those cases treated during the month, all copies of the Standard 
Medical or Dental Invoice, DPA Form 259, with the exception of the 
tissue copy which is detached and retained. 

To be considered for payment, all invoices must be mailed not later 
than the fifth of the month following the month in which service was 
rendered. All invoices returned to the dentist by the Subcommittee for 
any reason must be resubmitted within 7 days if payment is to be re- 
ceived. 

5. DENTAL CARE FOR PVC CASES 

The Department of Public Assistance has worked out with the De- 
partment of Military Affairs, State Veterans’ Commission, a cooperative 
arrangement whereby dental attention will be extended by them to families 
of veterans who are receiving assistance from the Department of Military 
Affairs under the same procedure and the same rules as it is now being 
extended to cases receiving assistance from the Department of Public 
Assistance. 

_ Dentists can identify PVC cases by the letter of identification sup- 
plied the veteran. The veterans have been instructed to present this letter 
of identification to the dentist when requesting dental care. This letter of 
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identification will bear the veteran’s PVC Case Number which the dentist 
should mark very plainly on the Standard Medical and Dental Invoice. 
Invoices will be submitted to the County Board of Assistance along with 
the DPA invoices.

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BOOK REVIEW 


CANCER OF THE FACE AND Moutnu, D1IaGNosiIs, TREATMENT AND SURGI- 


CAL REPAIR 
By Vilray P. Blair, M.D., Sherwood Moore, M.D., and Louis Byars, M.D., St. Louis, 


599 pages, 260 illustrations, 64 plates, The C. V. Mosby Company, St. Louis, 

1941. Price $10.00. 

The restoration of individual teeth and the dentition are not the only 
concern of the dentist if he wants to claim rightly the title of health of- 
ficer. The face and mouth and their relations to other parts of the body 
should be equally important to him. Cancer, the dreaded disease often— 
too often—involves those parts which the dentist sees and inspects more 
frequently than any other practitioner. The dentist has therefore, a unique 
opportunity of detecting lesions which may foreshadow malignancy or 
have actually turned into neoplastic growths. 


The book of Blair, Moore and Byars on carcinoma of the face and 
mouth is an outstandingly illustrated book on the course and treatment 
of epithelomas arising in the skin covering the face and scalp, the eyelids 
and orbits, the external «nose, the vermillion border of the lip or within 
the mouth, pharynx or other mucous lined cavities of the face, as well 
as those occurring within the jaws and salivary glands. 

The subject deals with 1500 practical cases. Roentgenograms and 
photomicrographs of biopsy material assist in clarifying the diagnosis in 
many cases. Excellent illustrations give the practitioner a chance to see 
various clinical forms of the disease in different stages, and 64 plates 
showing operative technique may give him an idea of the surgical methods 
employed to remove the lesions. The indications for x-ray and radium 
are adequately covered. 

The authors are not unduly optimistic in their statements as may be 
noticed at the end of their first chapter : 

“It is not improbable that the only permanent cure of cancer i. the 
intervening death of the host, but a judicious combination of the follow- 
ing factors should, on the average, give the longest possible period of re- 
lief with a minimum of disfigurement and with the least possible risk. 

1. Early recognition and treatment. 

2. Selection of a rational plan of treatment. 

3. Adequate execution of the selected plan. 

4. Adequate observation and care of the patient before, during and 

after treatment.” 

We see from these remarks that early recognition plays an important 
role in the approach and prognosis of carcinoma. The dentist who scru- 
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tinizes the superficial tissues of the face and mouth, may, with this fact 
in mind, aid substantially in lessening the mental anguish and suffering 
accompanying malignancies. 

Dr. Moore is an esteemed radiologist and a student of pathology; 
Dr. Byars for many years a close associate of Drs. Blair and Moore. 
The fact that Dr. Blair’s name is on the title page is an assurance that 
one will receive from the pages of the book the latest information on 
carcinoma of the mouth and face, for he is one of the best experienced 
men in this field today. 

This book on cancer of the face and mouth should be in every den- 
tist’s library.

The American Medical Illustrated Dictionary, now in its 19th edition, 
should be familiar enough to every dentist and recognized as an old friend 
dressed in new clothing. It is hardly conceivable that any dentist has not 
thumbed its index some time in the past to look up some unfamiliar word 
in anatomy or physiology, some forgotten word in chemistry or in science, 
some definition in dentistry or medicine, or consulted the book for correct 
pronunciation. In the Preface it is stated that more than 2,000 words 
have been added. The book is found to be as up to date as sulfathiazole 
which it defines as “(sul-fath-i'az-6l) a sulfanilamide compound, para- 
aminobenzene-sulfonamido-thiazol, C,H,NS.NH.SO,.C,H,NH,, which is 
particularly effective against pneumococcus and staphylococcus infections.” 
A great many dental terms are included and are well defined. For ex- 
ample, 22 subheadings are listed under “enamel” and mottled enamel is 
defined as “chronic endemic fluorosis that is found in communities using a 
drinking water that contains one part or more of fluorine per million. The 
permanent teeth of children so raised tend to erupt more or less chalky 
white in color and later tend to become pitted and stained yellow, brown 
or almost black. Called also chronic endemic fluorosis.” 

The book, like its predecessors, is covered in red leather, printed in clear 
type on thin paper. More than 200 portraits of the great in medicine and 
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surgery enliven the book. Portraits of the following dentists are also 
included: Edward H. Angle, Greene Vardiman Black, William Gibson 
Arlington Bonwill, George C. Carabeli, John M. Riggs, and Sir John 
Tomes. This book’is an essential reference book for the dentist who de- 
sires to be both correct in pronunciation and well-informed on the mean- 
ing of medical, dental and other scientific terms.
